Illness Said 
To Cut Work 
By Brezhnev

BONN, Oct. 6. — Leonid Brezh- 
nev, chief of the- Soviet Commu- 
nist party, is in such ill health 
that he is limiting his work 
schedule to a few major subjects. 
Western diplomatic sources said 
today. 

“Our operating pr emis e is that 
Brezhnev is too sick to concen- 
trate on more than three or four 
major subjects, and German- 
Soviet relations are not among 
them,” a West German diplomat 
said. 

The Soviet leader’s inruns which 
has never been officially confirm- 
ed in Moscow, was said to be a 
reason why the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks with the United 
States have slowed down and for 
the postponing of a scheduled 
visit to Washington by Mr. Brezh- 
nev originally scheduled for ear- 
lier this year. 

Meaningful Negotiations 

There is serious doubt that the 
Soviet leader could carry on 
meaningful negotiations on a new 
arms agreement with President 
Ford as lie did in Vladivostok last 
November. 

Mr. Brezhnev has been reported 
ailing several times in the last 
12 months. Sources in Cairo said 
In January that Mr. Brezhnev 
canceled a scheduled February 
meeting in Egypt because of ill 
health. Soviet diplomats at the 
time unofficially confirmed that 
Mr. Brezhnev was suffering from 
the fin complicated by a respira- 
tory problem. 

The Soviet party leader was 
absent from public view far up to 
seven weeks early this year. A 
Soviet spokesman attributed toe 
absence to continuation of a 
“cold-type illness.” 

The most persistent rumors 
claim that Mr. Brezhnev has 
cancer of toe jaw or some other 
serious ailment affecting his 
mouth. He has been treated by 
doctors from West Germany, who 
have not disclosed the nature of 

his Illness. 

“He is very sick.” another qual- 
ified diplomat said. “We under- 
stand he is able to work only a 
couple of hours a week and then 
must rest. He has made very few 
public appearances lately and 
must be filled with medicine in 
order to meet for 15 to 20 minutes 
with outside visitors.” 

One of the top items on the 
general secretary's agenda is a 
long-delayed conference of Euro- 
pean Communist parties originally 
scheduled for mid-year.

The report on the Ukraine 
harvest was made in Kiev last 
week by the republic’s first secre- 
tary.

The details, which reached 
Moscow yesterday, were the first 
hard statistics to emerge about 
actual production from this year’s 
drought-hit grain crops and sug- 
gested that yields were low 
throughout the southwest of the 
Soviet Union. 

The UJS. negotiating team, led 
by Under Secretary of State for 
Economic Affairs Charles Robin- 
son, is working on a long-term 
sales pact that would cushion the 
effects on international food 
prices caused by Moscow's year- 
to-year grain purchases. 

So far, the Soviet Union has 
purchased 16 million tons of 
grain abroad, 10 million of f-hprn 
in the United States. The 
Ukrainian figures suggested that 
considerably more would be need- 
ed to bridge the gap between sup- 
ply and domestic needs. 

The Kiev figures indicated that 
output in the republic would 
reach 33 million to 34 million 
tons against a planned 49 million 
tons. Western experts said th» 
made it unlikely that even the 
reduced U.S. estimate of 175 mil- 
lion tons for Soviet production 
would be reached. 

The plan announced in the 
spring was for 215.7 million tons, 
with much of the hoped-for sur- 
plus earmarked for the country’s 
fast-expanding herds of livestock. 
Unless imports can make good 
the losses, the shortfall could 
mean widespread slaughtering 
this winter. 

Western analysts said that the 
size of the harvest failure and 
the Soviet government's political 
need to soften its domestic im- 
pact, should work in the United 
States’ favor in the Moscow 
talks.

London Real Estate Market Plunges Sharply

LONDON, Oct. 6 LNYT). — 
Prices are plunging for all but 
the most humble of London's 
thousands of three-story to six- 
story Georgian and Victorian 
homes. The best homes and 
apartments now sell for as little 
as half the £73,500 ($150,000) 
and up they commanded only a 
few years ago. 

The combination of Inflation, 
recession, falling living stan- 
dards and a depressed stock mar- 
ket is not the only reason. New 
taxes and tax regulations have 
eliminated many British buyers. 
And the biggest non-British 
customers in the past, Americans, 
have become so wary of the 
fate of the pound that they're 
renting Instead of baying. 

“Anything over £30,000 wont 
move at all." said Ann Wlckens, 
an editor of Parker’s Property 
Guide, a reliable monitor of the 
London real estate market. 

Mrs. Mairi Packtoaw has been 
trying since January to sell her 
six-floor, eight-bedroom, four- 
bath house on Wilton Place, near 
Hyde Park Comer. At first she 
asked £1501X10. Now she is asking 
£85,200. She has not received 
an offer. 

“The moment the economy got 
all wobbly, there was no Interest 
in buying.** explained Peter Kea- 
ron. a director of Knight Frank 
& Rutley, a large real estate 
agency. "Everybody wants to 
keep what they’ve got.” 

The market is almost moribund 
compared with 1972 and 1873. 
“The Conservative government 
was trying to make us all dash 
toward expansion,” said Sir M&Iby 
Crofton, who is laying to sell the 
top three floors of his four-story 
house on Kensington Gardens for 
£79,900. 

“You didn’t argue about a price 
then." Sir Malby said. “You 
paid it.” 

"Anybody could get any price 
they wanted,” added Miss Wlckens. 
In a single year, 1972, prices soar- 
ed 40 per cent. 

Most prices still have not fallen 
back to the starting point. 

Mortgages, available now only 
In small sums, were plentiful then. 
“A chap would look at a house 
at £30,000,” Mr. Kearon said. “He 
would have £30,000 under the bed 
and would go off and borrow 
£50,000.” 


Americans once dominated the 
top of the market. They bought 
up much of the housing in the 
“stockbroker belt” in the south- 
western suburbs of Surrey and 
around the parks and little 
squares in the West End of 
London. 

* “I don’t rate them as buyers 
anymore” Mr. Kearon said. 
“They’re not around.™

Ripples from Japan's deepest 
postwar recession have changed 
traditional hiring . patterns, cut 
the openings for graduates by 
almost half and caused confusion 


and anxiety among the job- 
seekers. 

The problem, oddly enough, is 
not a shortage of Jobs. The Min- 
istry of Labor estimates that for 
each of the 340.000 students due 
to graduate in April and start 
work there are L.7 jobs available. 

The current- consternation Is 
over the fact that far too few 
of those opportunities are what 
the students have spent their 
lives looking forward to — presti- 
gious jobs in the giant business 
apd industrial combines. Under 


the weight of huge payrolls and 
the bite of a 21-month recession, 
many of those concerns have 
reduced or stopped new h i rings. 

Men who took It far granted 
Chat they would follow their 
fathers or elder brothers into 
Mitsui or Mitsubishi, for example, 
now face what they feel are un- 
glamorous lifetime careers in 
small and medium-size com- 
panies.

China Seeks to Buy Advanced IJ.S. Computer

— China Is seeking to buy an ad- 
vanced UJ5.-made computer that 
would enhance Its search for oil 
and could also strengthen its de- 
fense capabilities, according to 
administration offi c i al s. 

The decision on the sale of the 
Control Data Corp-k Cyber 72, or 
172. as It is variously known, is 
now before the international coor- 
dinating committee known as 
Cocom that passes on sales of 
strategic goads to Communist 
countries. 

Organized in 1949, Cocom is an 
informal group that maintains a 
list of agreed strategic items that 
can be sold to Communist coun- 
tries only after a unanimous vote 
of approval by members. The 
members are Japan and all of 
the NATO countries except Ice- 
land. 

The final decision is awaiting 
a technical review of possible mil- 
itary uses of the computer and 
a Clarification of China’s apparent

If approval Is given, this will 
not be tbe first time possibly 
sensitive items have been sold to 
Chino. Some of the 10 Boeing

Problems Seen Forcing Peru 
To Change Economic Plans 


LIMA, Oct 6 (NYT i . — Slight- 
ly more than a month after 
taking power in a bloodless 
coup, Gen. Francisco Morales, the 
new President of Peru, is facing 
economic pressures that have led 
both leftists and conservatives to 
believe that there will either be 
an increase In state control over 
the economy or au attempt to 
stimulate private enterprise and 
investment. 

Gen. Morales has vowed that 
he will “not budge a millimeter'’ 
from the leftist nationalist pro- 
gram set by his predecessor, Gen. 
Juan Velasco, who headed the 
revolution proclaimed by the arm- 
ed forces in 1968 until his own 
overthrow. 

But the military's revolution is 
being shaken by a worsening 
trade balance, sluggish Industrial 
production, labor strikes and a 
rash of business bankruptcies. 
Leftists are urging more radical 
economic and political measures 
in the lace of rising unemploy- 
ment, while conservatives are ar- 
guing that new emphasis must be 
placed on the private sector of 
the economy. 

Structural Reforms 

The military government is the 
only one in South America that 
has committed Itself to radical 
structural reforms designed to 


France Will Seek

Shepherds and Farmers . 

On the dopes of the Andes, 
the stocky descendants of the 
Incas lead a hand-to-mouth ex- 
istence as shepherds and marginal 
farmers. In the sparsely populat- 
ed rain forests, covering more 
than half the country, the Ama- 
zon Indians arc even more oblivi- 
ous to the central government. 

Until now the armed forces 
hove been able to control the 
pace of their revolution have 
faced little organised opposition.

The government 
has counted hoavlly on a 51-bil- 
lion effort to uncover enough 
petroleum In the Amazon basin 
to convert the country Into a 
major exporter, but there is 
growing pessimism that the ven- 
ture— the most expensive under- 
taking in Peru's history— will 
yield enough oil to cover invest- 
ment and loans.

Why do people ignore toe facts 
of death— that smokers die early, 
that drinkers pay a staggering 
price and that there is nothing 
la the figures to comfort those 
who overeat? 

Long before the eminent spe- 
cialists at the symposium dealt 
with the illusion of immortality 
they shattered the prospects of 
unanimity. Some stressed indi- 
vidual efforts and commitments 
while others insisted on social 
action. 

Dr. Michael DeBakey, the heart 
Burgeon, reported that many of 
his patients who recovered from 
serious disease showed a tendency 
to' resume carefree ways — eating 
and smoking as they pleased, 
ignoring high blood pressure that 
could easily be restored to normal. 
He called for the encouragement 
of health habits at an early age, 
just as children were taught to 
brush their teeth. 


cine." insisted Ashley Montagu, 
the anthropologist, “and the first 
step therefore is to abolish toe 
ama [American Medical Asso- 
ciation!." 

His suggestion produced indul- 
gent, even sympathetic, laughter 
«r\rf applause from the audience 
at Rockefeller University.

Preventive medicine called for 
a real commitment by everyone, 
insisted Dr. Robert Berg, professor 
of community medicine at Roches- 
ter University. He attacked the 
admission systems at medical 
schools for not dealing with a 
student's character, and concen- 
trating on grades in premedical 
training. A result, he said, was 
doctors who cared more about 
money than. cure. 

"We have to rehumanize medi- 


"The 400 million who are now 
on toe brink of death are not 
about to die because of their 
illusions, blit because of our illu- 
sions," he said.' "Our illusion is 
that the main problem of pre- 
ventive medicine Is the illusion 
of immortality Instead of an un- 
just social order and that indi- 
vidual efforts are more important 
than social action." 

•‘Poverty intensifies vulnerabil- 
ity," he said. "So a ■ serious 
disease- prevention program at- 
tacks poverty.” 

Mr. Coffin spoke of "the Illusion 
Of nnrwi alig n ant privilege — BS if 
we had a choice to be Involved 
with toe poor or not to be involved 
with the poor, as though we’re 
not living off the poor." 

He ridiculed toe attempt to 
live forever, and summoned up 
an image of himself at age 150 
with "an Empire State Building" 
of extra hearts and kidneys puls- 
ing away at his side, keeping him 
going. 

"I think it’s quite comfortable 
for you to sit there and say that,” 
Dr. DeBakey responded quickly. 
He recalled a patient who had 
serious heart surgery at age 87 
and was most concerned about 


whether he would be able to go 
horseback riding again. 

That patient was determined 
to live, a nd so are most people. 
Dr. DeBakey insisted— whatever 
others might say about life ap- 
pearing less attractive with the 
years. 

Men are determined to punish 
themselves, Mr. Coffin said. They 
punish themselves by going to 
church to be bored, by smoking 
and by overeating, "because 
they're living lives with which 
they're not satisfied” 

Hollo May, the psychoanalyst, 
spoke of man's evident desire for 
"slow suicide.” 

"Why do human beings live In 
such a way as to court death?'* 
lie asked, and said that human 
beings were paradoxical creatures. 
Freud, he noted, spoke of a death 
instinct; 


suggested. He did not see mud; 
help from the family, calling 11 
“an Institution for the systematic 
production of physical and mentai 
illness in the members." He die 
not even see much hope of vic- 
tims’ reforming and changing 
their way of life, noting; “Humor 
beings are the only creatures whe 
are able to behave irrationally ix 
the name of reason.” 


Prof. Berg offered a catalogue 
of irrationalities: a 90-per-cent

Subtle Notion 


When Mr. Coffin suggested that 
the desire fur extra hearts and 
kidneys was part of the death 
wish, he apologized that this wax 
a subtle notion. "It's so subtle 
I have difficulty catching it,” Dr. 
DeBakey called out. 

In toe front row of the audi- 
torium, Dr. Ernst Wynder, the 
cancer researcher who is presi- 
dent or toe American Health 
Foundation, listened anxiously to 
suggestions that insistence on 
individual disease-prevention mea- 
sures was less than common - 
sensical. “Clearly, if disease is 
man-made it can also be man- 
prevented," he had said In open- 
ing the symposium, adding, ‘It 
should be the function of medi- 
cine to help people die young as 
late in life as possible." 

Schools might help in training 
children not only about life but 
also about death. Dr. Montagu

The aba- 
lone Is so prized in' China that j 
the Chinese go as far afield as I 
Australia to fish for them, and 
they are probably responsible for 
the rarity of abalones on the 
Pacific Coast today; dried abalone 
brought such a good price in 
China that they were nearly 
exhausted for toe export trade, 
until American authorities awoke 
to the danger and protected 
t hem . A b alones are growing rare 
in Japan too, for a different rea- 
son, The copdbi is the principal 
objective 1 of the oma (hence its 
name', the famous Japanese 
diving girl, but she is becoming 
rare too.'

The visit to the United States by Emperor 
Hlrdbito is the kind of symbolic ceremony 
by which, notions acknowledge the large 
silent changes in the world’s affairs. It is 
not the recollection of World War H that is 
being marked here, bat the long succession 
of other events that have pushed It back In 
memory. For a great many Americans now 
In middle age, the Emperor’s name alone 
evokes sudden recollections of other times 
and places. But the point la that enough 
has now changed — ifi. the United States, in 
Japan, in the politics of the Pacific — to allow 
this visit to be simply a dignified zituaL 
At the White House, the Emperor was 
generous in thanking the United States for 
its aid after the war. The United States, 
over the years, has also acquired debts of its 
own to Japan as an ally and trading part- 
ner. One of the most remarkable transfor- 
mations In the world’s affairs. In these 
decades, has been the rapid growth of 
Japanese economic power. Japan has for 
some years been this country’s largest over- 
seas customer and supplier, carrying on more 
trade with- the united States' than with any 
other country but Canada. That trade Is a 
source of new wealth, and helps raise Stan- 
dards of living an both sides. It Is also, to 
be candid, a prolific source of economic irri- 
tations that axe increasingly the main busi- 
ness of the diplomats. The security treaty 
of 1951, with its various revisions and exten- 
sions, is a successfu l example of the system 
of military alliances that has been a main- 
stay of US, foreign policy for many years. 
But the trade relationship is the area where 
the United states is now working out the 
guiding principles for the next great phase 
of its strategy in world affairs. 


It has been a commonplace among Amer- 
icans for years to keep predicting that 
shortly Japanese economic g row t h would 
slacken, mainly because of a lack of domestic 
resources. It bos been another commonplace 
to predict that shortly Japan, would abandon 
the traditional security treaty with the 
United States in favor Of a more inde- 
pendent posture. Neither has happened. 
Japanese foreign policy continues to he as 
modest and subdued as Japanese economic 
policy is aggressive and successful. It Is hard 
to think of any other example in history Of 
a nation that has achieved the economic 
rank and wealth of Japan, and yet shown so 
little Interest in developing its armed forces 
and an independent political purpose. That 
anomaly is evidence of the weight that 
World War EE and its aftermath continue to 
exert on the men who currently lead Japan. 
It is, among other things, a burden on the 
spirit that the Emperor seeks to relieve in 
the stately gesture of his visit to the United 
States. ' 


But In the trade relationship, Americans 
and Japanese have been dealing with each 
other -as equals for some years. Each side 
has learned something about the practical 
side of mutual dependence, and the degree 
of mutual dependence is deepening. It is no 
small thing to say that affairs between the 
two countries are developing as the most 
optimistic statesmen on both sides might 
have hoped a generation ago. The Emperor 
himself, who is a man of that generation, is 
also here to celebrate that quiet triumph of 
goodwill and good sense. He is welcome in 
the United States.

Palestinian Issue 


The foreign minister of Israel, Ylgal Alton, 
has now opened the door to a discussion — 
which bis government tried for many years 
to avoid — over the status and aspirations of 
the Palestinian Arabs. His address to the 
UN General Assembly contained some well- 
timed remarks that need to be followed up* 

“It Is self-evident that genuine peace In 
the Middle East must include a just and 
constructive solution for the Palestine Arab 
problem,” Mr. Allan said. “Israel is fully 
alive to this problem . . . and we do not 
require persuasion on the need to solve it 
peacefully and honorably — indeed, we insist 
that this be done.” 

Denouncing the "absurd pretentions of the 
so-called Palestine Liberation Organization 
to speak In the name of the Palestine Arabs.” 
Mr. Alton reiterated a long-standing Israeli 
position that King Hussein of Jordan was the 
proper Interlocutor. 

Arab leaders, meeting In Rabat last year, 
bad specifically disavowed this latter posi- 
tion; but mare recently they seem to be 
having second thoughts about their ill- 


advised tactic of removing King Hussein 
from any diplomatic role on the Palestinian 
issue. 

As in most negotiating situations, partic- 
ipants can choose to emphasize either the 
positive or the negative, depending on how 
seriously they wish to proceed. But against 
the did Israeli attitude of denying any voice 
to the Palestinians as such, it would be hard 
to pose a stalker contrast than ISr. Alton’s 
carefully measured words: *Tf the matter 
at Issue is a fair and constructive solution 
for the problem of Palestine Arab Identity, 
Israel's response Is emphatically positive.” 

. Obviously there is no easy solution for 
the Palestinians-elther for their own in- 
ternal feuds or in their relations with Israelis 
and other Arabs. The gap in perceptions of 
Arabs and Israelis, if somewhat narrowed, 
still remains wide. But serious dialogue on 
the Palestinian issue in the months ahead 
would go far more directly to the core of 
tiie Middle East conflict than another round 
of bitter disputation over & few square kilo- 
meters of territory.

The third-quarter GNP statis- 
tics will mark the second suc- 
cessive upturn in the nation's 
current economic recovery, a gain 
of 1.6 per cent having been 
registered in the April-June pe- 
riod after five successive declines 
marking the worst recession of 
the postwar era. 

Prior to the April-June turn-

we have had refinance increased working capital requirements. 
At the half year our worldwide net borrowings amounted, to 
£89J2m against £87.8m at the end of 1974, after taking 
account of the Rights issue through which we obtained 
£24. 9m net at the end of May. The success of this issue was a 
great encouragement to your Board and will enable additional 
investmentta be undertaken in the UK. 

On the basis of the figures so far your Board is confident that 
the pro fi ts for 1 975 as a whole will show an improvement over 
those for 1 974, but tile fast quarter of the year is the most 
Important from the point of view of earnings and cash flow.

The Prices 


Once upon a time, pipes were ■quite in- 
expensive, but, as with bread, prices have 
risen to toe point where some cost, if not 
a king’s ransom, at least a baronet’s. The 
cheapest Dunhlll in New York fetches $85. 
“It's the briar [for toe bowl],” explained 
Brian Lawson, manager of Alfred Du nhll l 
Ltd., at Fifth Avenue and 50th Street. 
"Good Algerian briar is very scarce." 

Other outlets, including toe Wilke Pipe 
Shop, one of toe Oldest in the city, offer 
briar pipes from about $6 for “seconds”— 
those with minor blemishes. The bulk of 
their briars come from Greece or Corsica, 
where there seems not to be a painful 
shortage. On the other hand, Wilke has 
a pipe for $1,000. Aroniza Zipper, one of 
the Shop's clerks, sold another last week 
for $500 to a young seaman. The briar 
was Algerian.
